Welch on June 11 to select a Judge. <. 

Five of the fourteen counts In the 
Indictment were tlirown out, leaving 
nine. The Ave quashed do not effect 
the main isauo of the case. 

According to State's- Attorney A. V, 
Smitli two were thrown out as being 
too general and tlic others because 
they were largely repetitions. The 
court promised Attorney, "William 
Scott Stewart that ho would require 
the state to. furnish a blll^ of particu- 
lars whore the counts are-ihdoflnlte;

The average age of mllch cows 
when slaughtered for beet Is 10 years 
and' the price realized for Huch cowb 
is about one-half tlie price brought 
by younger cows Hold for mllliing 
purpoBOS, according to a nation-wide 
investigation of present conditiona 
made this year by the United States 
Dopartnient of Agriculture. 

State averages of the age at which 
cows are sold for slaugliter were re- 
markably uniform, there being no 
State with an average under 9 j'ears 
and' no Stale with an average over 11 
years. Slates showing an average of 
11 years were Maryland, "West Virgin- 
la, Florida, Wisconsin, Louisiana, 
Utah, and Nevada. States with an 
average og 'J years were New Hamp- 
shire, MaBsachusetts, Conneclicut, 
South Carolina, Georgia and Alaba- 
ma. 

In the early spring this year, when 
the survey was made, mllcli cows 
showed an average sale price of 532 
per head when sold for slaughter, or 
about 50 per cent of the average 
price of 5C:j for cows sold at the 
same time for milking purposes.

CHEESE LAGS IN INCREASED 

USE OF DAIRY PRODUCTS 

^Vililo llie consumption of dairy 
products in the United States is in- 
creasing, there is still room for dairy 
interests ^o expand ilirongh creating 
an increase in the consumption of 
cheese, says the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture. Although the 
American people are large caters of 
butter compared with European peo- 
[iles, they consume relatively small 
ajuounts uC cheese. The consump- 
tion of chdeso is approximately 3.8 
pounds per person, while in some 
Kurojtt-au countries the consumption 
is four or livu times this amount. 
Cheese of the American Cheddar type 
is chiffly manufactured in tills coun- 
iry. hut tht'V is a demand for cheese 
uf foreign varieties, especially by per- 
sons who have come from fon.-ign 
countries. IVfore ilie war more i}\nu 
iU'.OOO.f.mo pounds of clieeso, or ap- 
proximately oiK'-lifth as nuich as was 
produced i)( all varielies in this conn- 
iry, was imporied annually. , 

Increai^ing the constimi)tion of the 
cheese offers large opportunities for 
the development oC the dairy indus- 
try. If the people of this country 
would consume as much cheese per 
capita as the Dane, the Engllsliman, 
the HtdUmder. the German, or the 
I-'renchnutn or half as much as the 
Swiss, it would create a market for 
li.uuO.niHi.uiHt pounds of milk more 
than is rtiiuir^Hl at the jiresent lime.

"lilack cats," somoqylzed tlio cow 
man, "are plentiful and numerous In 
the Ljno Star state. They arc light 
eatrs and light sleepers. Neither coy- 
otes. Bkunka or ticks assail them. 
They are Inmmne to drouths, worms 
and blizzards. Moreover, cats have 
nine Uvea. So evna if a cat should 
die once she has atill eight Uvea left 
for the perpetuation of the species. 
There is billions In cats. Me for Tex- 
as and a cat ranch." 

After returning the cow man adopt- 
ed two black tom cats nnd ton black 
lady eats, each composed of nine 
lives. When harvest time arrived the 
ranch was blessed with 450 black kit- 
tens, for each life had given birth to 
live lives. On account of tho long sea- 
sons and the warm nights that pro- 
vail in Texas, coui)Ied with the law 
of geometric progression, the vicinity 
was soon covered with black eats. 

Hut now arose a prol.dem which our 
cow man had not eontomplaled. These 
myriads of cats had to eat. Tlie buffa- 
lo grass, tumble weeds and dog weeds 
of Texas were not In hanuony wiih 
their Interior furnishings. "^They oven 
.scorned milk weeds. In other words, 
the cats were starving. Tho Hudson 
Seal crop was going glimmering, in 
the dilemma the cow man got himself 
to Galveston whence he returned 
with a consignment of wharf rats, a 
specie of rodents which learned nuil- 
tiplieation from the sands on the sea. 
Wharf rats have fewer lives but raise 
bigger and more frequent crops than 
cats. Thus tho equilibrium was pre- 
.served between rats and cats. Soon 
tho cow man had all the rats required 
for the feeding of his eats. The prob- 
lem of feeding tho rats was solved by 
feeding the carcasses of the cats to 
thu rats after the lludH^on Seal had 
been carefully peeleil off of them. 

There is no telling how many hil- 
lions of dollars our Te.xns rancher 
made out of his perpetual motion rat- 
cat establishment. It may sulllee, 
however, to state that tho fame of 
hi.s scheme spread far and witle and 
was adoi)led by every chamber of 
commerce and omidoyers' association 
in the land of the free. 

In transpluuting the rat-cat scheme 
to industrial fields the economist of 
rotary clubs employed the following 
formula: 

Dellate farm prices In the country. 
Quadruple prices of farm products In 
cities. •High cost of living In cities 
Increases cost of goods sold to farm- 
ers. It also Increases strikes. Tell 
farmers strike increased cuaj of 
goods. Toll wage workers high farm 
products are responsible for the high 
cost of living. Tell bankrupt farmers 
to scab on strikers. Tell clly rebels 
to go back to the soil and scab on 



with 
Btan'ing wage workers. Feed indus- 
try with pauperized farmeca. Starv- 
ing wage workers make docile furm- 
era. Pauperized farmers make docile 
wage alavea. Pour low wages and low 
farm prices In pot, add big protlts and 
high priced goods. Mix high coat of 
living with strikes, strike breakers 
and starvation incomes, then atlr un- 
til done' brown. 

Tho above formula may not appear 
quite clear to tho render. To tell tho 
truth it does not seem quite clear to 
the writer, either. But tho result la 
clear enough. 

According to a recent report of the 
department of agriculture two million 
farmers loft the farms In 1922 to seek 
omidoyment In industry-. Now couple 
the exodUs of the dirt farmer with the 
consumption of food In cities. Hero 
aro tho facts fumlsbod hy the federal 
department of labor:

Section 5: No motor in any motor 
vehicle shall bo operated on any 
street or public way In said Village 
except during the time the same shall 
bo ^ under the' Immediate control of

Section C: No metal tired vehicle

Section 7: It shall he unlawful for 
any person, firm or corporation resid-

PUBLIC SERVICE CO. HAS 

. INCREASE IN BUSINESS 

In the period between January 1 
and April 14, 1923, the total new con- 
tracted electric service business oE 
■the Public Service Company oxpress- 
ed in terms of horse power exceeded 
that of tlie same time In 1922 by a 
handsome margin. It ran ahead of 
the same three months in 1921. 

In the first fifteen weeks of 1923 
the number of houses wired in the 
territory of the Company exceeded by 
GO per cent the number eaulpped in 
the same time In 1922. Tho total was 
four times as many as were wired in 
the same period in 1921. A feature of 
th business Is that many house own- 
ers are paying cash for the work. 

The "good business' story of elec- 
tric power and housewirlng is repeat- 
ed in the Retail Merchandise Sales 
Department. Sales are largely In ex- 
cess of the first throe months of 1922. 
As usual, labor-saving devices — va- 
cuum cleaners, washers and irons — 
lead the -list of articles distributed 
though it includes also many of tho 
smaller devices. - '■

Mr. Stophen.s goes into more 
detail in his address than we will 
here, but we ogree thoroughly with 
him where ho says, "tlie average val- 
ue of a. farm in Illinois is S2S,000. 
How many of your local business men 
are worth that amount? And yet you 
give them practically all the space in 
your news columns!" or words to 
that effect. 

He goes on to say that the mer- 
chant exist for no other reason than 
to sell goods to the farmers, and un- 
less the latter are brought to higher 
production and greater prosperity the 
town itself will not he prosperous. 
His advice Is to drop most of the ac- 
tivities that chambers of commerce 
and similar bodies are engaged in to 
bring in new factories and to concen- 
trate their efforts on getting a higher 
price for their products. 

He also advocates aiding them to 
Introduce high-bred stock and adver- 
tise them to other communities. He 
cites many cases where communities 
have become nationally known 
through adopting better methods and 
urges his readers to father such 
movements. He truly says an editor 
Is the maker of history; his reporters 
are the chroniclers. 
. His main thought— to dodge new 
factories for a tliuo and go after bet- 
ter agricultural methods in tho com- 
munlty-slooks like a splendid Idea.
